Tho trip was under tlit 
supervision ot Mr. Philip J, Tumor, 
iind held In order to give the stu- 
ilcnts a better In.tlght Into this brunch 
of liulMing oonJtrilctlon, which they 
aro now studying. 

The field rovered by liil.s oompniiy. 
Incltides all types of carving In wood, 
whether straight mouldings, or 
modeling, and occasional plaster and 
.stono work. It Is n branch of a firm 
of the same n.-inio ^it^l:lt<-(l In I'.nK- 
land, which Ii.th been doing thi.'i work 
for many yoars. The two types of 
woodwork that form a part ot build- 
ing conhtructlon, are differentiated 
Icrhnlcally by calling them carpentry 
and Joinery. The former Is concern- 
ci: only with v.ioil constructional 
menil)i-i-!<. while the latter Incliidci! 
all finished work. 

Wood is Kiln Dried 

At tho factory of tlie company 
visited, tho wooil, upon holni; receiv- 
ed from the ynnl. l.s put Into a kiln 
for fninte«n dtiy.e. In order to com- 
plelcly ilrlvo out any moisture that 
might bo present. On being laUcn 
out. It I.^ oflrn found that long pieces 
aro not very straight, so that they 
must be cut In half. In order to be 
of u.ip. 

Special cir-fiilar yaws out the wood 
to any sizes needed, thcro being two 
types, ono for cutting nbross Ihe 
CTaln ot- tho material, ami another 
for cutting along ft. PlPcofi'for moiihl- 
Ing.s aro placed In a machine havinc 
knives that cut four planes of the 
wood at Ihe nnmo time, tho shapes 
being made to suit Iho taste, by 
varying tho edges ot tho tools. 
Moulded Panels 

Much admiration was exprrn.scd al 
tho jianels liavinK imiuhlcd tsurfaccs. 
Tho process for iiuikliig thCHO were 
explained by Mr. "Wren the mnnogor. 
and also a registered archltcot. He 
said that they wero cut as much ns 
possible by nmelilne. In order to re- 
duco hand cari'lng, and therefore 
price, to a minimum. ",MoiildIiiss,

Cliar.'ictpr and culture are words of 
the utmost iniportance. Around them are 
built the structure of everyone's individual 
life and upon them each per.son's place in 
this world is built for eternity.

Character and culture imply all that 
•ducatioii .stands for, — they are the raison 
d'etre of all our colleges and Universities;

use. Oh education, then depends both' 
character and culture. It affects charac-

ture, because culture is the result of edu- 
cation — it IK the finished product from the 
potters hands with all its finesse and 
finisli. 

The prerequisites of the superior man 
are character and culture; they are the 
elements tliat coalesce to make the super- 
man — if sucli oxi.sts. The difference be- 
tween H man of character and culture and 
one without the.se adjuncts is more than a 
difference of degree or category. It is a 
difference of spheres. Their contrast is 
akin to the rude elementary implements of 
surgery used in the Middle Ages, and the 
delicately wrought and studied instrument's 
tliat all the ingenuity of modern science has 
devised.
